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ADVISORY ACTION 

1 . The amendment filed July 24, 2003 under 37 CFR 1 . 1 1 6 in reply to the final rejection has 
been considered but is not deemed to place the application in condition for allowance and will 
not be entered because: the proposed amendment raises new issues that would require further 
consideration and/or search. The newly added limitations that the rubbed surface is 
"mechanically dry" and that the mechanically dry rubbed surface is formed with "any one of 
cotton cloth, carbon fiber, nylon, and rayon" narrows the scope of the rubbing treatment claimed 
in the initially filed specification and the subsequently filed amendment (paper no. 7) and thus 
requires additional consideration and/or search. Since the amendment has not been entered by 
the Examiner, Applicant's arguments of record are not commensurate in scope with the claims of 
record and are therefore not found persuasive because they rely on the non-entered amendments. 
Applicant is referred back to the final rejection of record in paper no. 8, mailed on 4/28/03.
